tor for the company Cherry and Co. in New Bedford. 

In 1935 she married Jack F. Lorraine, of Lorraine's 
Coffee Store, and they had four children together, Beth, 
Fred, Jack and Gay. The family lived in Fairhaven and 
spent their summers in Marion and Mattapoisett. The 
children remembered the cottage in Mattapoisett, how 
they went to bed when the lighthouse went on, and they 
kept a tradition of throwing pennies into the sand on 
birthdays which they then hunted for. The cottage was 
wrecked and rebuilt after first the hurricane of 1938 and 
then the hurricane of 1954.

With the third annual running of the Tiara Classic 
Mother's Day 5K Race it can now be said that this event 
has become a tradition. The race, which winds its way 
through the streets of Mattapoisett, has attracted a larger 
field in each of its successive years as it benefits local 
women's groups as well as marking the beginning of the 
local road race season.

Before the main 
event, several hundred children took part in a half mile 
fun run. Children ages 3 to 12 ran a shortened version 
of the course with each of the young runners receiving a 
medal at the end of the race for their efforts, many from 
the reigning Miss New Bedford, Ashley Bendiksen. 

The race's principal beneficiary is the Women's 
Fund of Southeastern Massachusetts. The fund is a local 
charitable organization and advocacy group that seeks to 
improve the lives of women and girls throughout the re- 
gion with programs devoted to education, the arts, health.

violence prevention, career and leadership training and 
economic stability, among other causes. This fundraising 
event is aimed at helping the group reach its stated goal 
of creating a permanent endowment of one million dollars 
as a resource for the women of the region. 

While many of the runners were serious, competi- 
tive runners, others were there to show their support for 
the cause and to honor their mothers. The names of the 
honored moms were recorded on a board that was dis- 
played in the hub of the events' registration and activities 
area. The area also included a section devoted to children 
with activities including face painting and the signing 
of t-shirts that were shared by participants and a large 
buffet of fruit and other food for the runners to help them 
recover at the end of the race. Racers were also treated to 
a short concert by the Showstoppers as they awaited the 
awards ceremony. 

The overall race winner was Mattapoisett's 
Andrew Mclntire who finished the race with a time of 18 
minutes and 23 seconds. It was the second year in a row 
that Mclntire has won the race. In winning the race he 
edged out Patrick DeBortoli, the winner of the inaugural 
Tiara 5K, by 16 seconds. Kerry Peroni of Lakeville was the 
first woman across the finish line as she broke the tape 
with a time of 22 minutes and 10 seconds, three seconds 
ahead of Mattapoisett's Tina Marie Varzeas who finished 
second among the women. Next across the line was 
Hunter Parker of Mattapoisett who completed the course 
in 22 minutes and 21 seconds. Hunter was running in the 
male twelve years of age and under category. Another im- 
pressive finish was posted by young Lindsey Kloc of Bar- 
rington, RI who came in forty-first place with a time just 
under 25 minute. Miss Kloc was the first twelve or under 
female to cross the finish line placing ahead of nearly four 
hundred other runners.

Dominic DiMaggio 

Life of a Real Team Player

Last week saw the passing of one of baseball's 
great players, Marion resident Dominic Paul "Dom" 
DiMaggio. Mr. DiMaggio, 92, died from complications 
related to a recent bout with pneumonia on May 8, 2009 
at his home on Jenney Lane. Mr. DiMaggio, elected to 
the Boston Red Sox Hall of Fame in 1995, played his 
entire major league career for the Red Sox, retiring due to 
eyesight problems in May 1953. In eleven seasons with 
the Red Sox, Mr. DiMaggio was named an All-Star seven 
times. Though he shared a last name with his famous 
outfielder brother Joe, and shared the dugout with team- 
mates and baseball legends like Ted Williams, Johnny 
Pesky and Bobby Doerr, Mr. DiMaggio carved his own

niche in the annals of the American pastime, with a num- 
ber of baseball achievement records, including leading the 
American League in stolen bases in 1950, with 15. 

Mr. DiMaggio played for the Red Sox from 1940 
to 1942, and then after a three-season hitch in the U.S. 
Navy during World War II, again played professional 
baseball for Boston from 1946 until his retirement in 1953. 
In 1949, Mr. DiMaggio earned an American League record 
by hitting safely in 34 games, a record owned by his 
brother Joe, who played for the rival New York Yankees, 
who had done so previously for 56 games. Joe had the 
final put-out in what would have been Dom's 35th safely- 
hit game. "The Little Professor," nicknamed because of 
his scholarly manner and diminutive stature {5' 9"), led 
the American League with triples in 1950, with 11 to his 
credit. He had a lifetime batting average of .298. 

Mr. DiMaggio was the subject of a nationally- 
bestselling book. The Teammates: A Portrait of a Friendship, 
by the late historian David Halberstam in 2003. The book 
recounts the relationship between Dom, Ted Williams, 
Johnny Pesky and Bobby Doerr, and the enduring friend- 
ship the four men forged while playing together for the 
Red Sox that lasted for many decades after their playing 
days were over. 

In addition to his wife of 61 years, Emily (Fred- 
erick) DiMaggio, with whom he also maintained a home 
in Ocean Ridge, Florida, Mr. DiMaggio left three children 
and six grandchildren. After retiring from the Red Sox,

Town's 4th of July fireworks display, relies "completely

Mr. Collings said. 

The display, which will take place on Friday, July 
3 at Silver Shell Beach, comes during tough economic 
times, and Mr. Collings said that even after a strong 
campaign for contributions over the past several months, 
currently donations are only at about 50% of the amount 
necessary to put on the show, where in previous years, 
nearly all of the needed funds had been donated by this 
time in the year. ''We have gained a little ground since 
early March," Mr. Collings said, "and we are still aware 
that these are tough economic times for everyone. But 
it still seems to us, as it has since we began this year's 
contribution campaign, that the Town wants and needs 
a great show to boost our patriotic pride, and to help re- 
store confidence in our future, and pride in our past." 

Mr. Collings said that the fireworks, which have 
no impact on the Town's budget and are funded solely 
from donations, will cost more than $45,000 this year. 
"The numbers are now firm, and we are sure, between 
the expected cost of the fireworks vendor that we select, 
and the other fixed costs such as police and fire depart- 
ment assistance for the event, that it will cost us $45,000, 
minimally," Mr. Collings said. "While we are in a much 
better position now than we were three months ago, we 
still have a good way to go to secure all of the needed 
funds. The Committee remains very hopeful that we will

123 Trees on Point Road to Come Down

The Town of Marion Tree Warden held a Public 
Hearing at the Marion Town House in the Conference 
Room at 6:30 pm on Monday, May 11, 2009 under Massa- 
chusetts General Laws Chapter 87, Section 3 (Cutting and 
Removal of Shade Trees) on a request by NSTAR Electric 
to cut down 123 town-owned trees located on the public 
way between house number 513 and house number 936 
on Point Road in the Town. Present were Marion Tree 
Warden Timothy J. Crowley, Marion Town Administra- 
tor Paul F. Dawson, and NSTAR Electric Arborist Paul 
Sellers. 

Mr. Crowley opened the Public Hearing, and 
asked Mr. Dawson to read the legal notice of the Public 
Hearing for the record. The NSTAR request included 
trees of widely varying size and age, all of which had 
been determined by NSTAR to pose a hazard to its elec-

Insect Bites 

My dog came inside from his run with a number of 1/2 inch 
red marks on his belly that were shaped like bullseyes. Are 
these from deer tick bites? Does it mean that he will get 
Lyme Disease ? 

Because of the mild winter, this spring has been especially 
bad for black flies and biting gnats. These are the small 
flies that circle your head in the morning and evening. 
When they bite a dog, usually on the belly and ears where 
the hair is thin, they leave a characteristic bullseye shaped 
mark. 

Is there a way to prevent him from being attacked by these 
flies ?

trie overhead electric transmission lines on Point Road, 
referred to by NSTAR as Circuit 16J1. The 123 trees pro- 
posed by NSTAR to be cut down included three maples, 
53 white pines, 63 oaks, one red maple, and three pines. 
The trees ranged from one and one-half inches in diam- 
eter to 24 inches in diameter, with the majority of the trees 
in the range from six inches in diameter to 18 inches in 
diameter (112 of the 123 trees in the latter category). 

Mr. Crowley invited Mr. Sellers to describe 
NSTAR's request and its activity to date in the Point Road 
area of the Town. "This project concerns the reliability of 
our 16J1 Circuit on Point Road," Mr. Sellers said, "and we 
have now completed all of our planned pruning in that 
area. Over the last several months, we have dispatched 
a forester to identify trees of concern, and all such trees 
have been marked. We have contacted all of the abutting 
landowners, and have tried to work with all affected par- 
ties for an acceptable resolution." 

Mr. Crowley said that he had "walked the road a 
few times, and I have identified several other trees that I 
am hoping to get included in your work. There are many 
trees on that road that need attention. As for your list, 
most of those trees, I don't have a problem with them be- 
ing included." 

Mr. Michael Murphy of 675 Point Road noted that 
"pruning seems to have worked in the past. Aggressive 
pruning." Mr. Sellers said that "we don't want to leave 
hazards, for our lines, for our workers, or for residents in

the area, or travelling through the area/' 

Mr. Crowley said that ''we got a good look at 
every tree on their list. They [NSTAR] have volunteered 
to do some opposite-side work, particularly in the area 
around the water tower, which will be very helpful, and 
which will save the town a lot of money on work that 
needs to be done." 

Mr. Murphy told the Public Hearing that he "lives 
directly across the street from the golf course, and those 
two pine trees collect a lot of the summertime dust from 
the golf course parking lot. I would hate to see those trees 
go, since they absorb so much of that dust. If it were not 
for those trees, we would have to keep our windows and 
doors closed all summer." Mr. Sellers responded by say- 
ing that NSTAR "can go back and talk to the golf course 
folks," and Mr. Crowley noted that "we may be able to do 
some replanting there." 

Mr. Crowley asked Mr. Sellers about the role 
of the Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities in 
this process. Mr. Sellers said that "we have to report to 
DPU on our circuits and their reliability. Most of what 
has been happening relating to Point Road has been 
prompted by the DPU." Mr. Crowley asked what would 
happen if all of this work is performed and there are still 
trees down on Point Road next fall. Mr. Sellers responded 
that DPU calculates service interruptions based on the 
frequency and length of the interruption, an d advises 
NSTAR when there is a problem area in a particular

circuit. "This is an ongoing process/' Mr. Sellers said, 
"and we interact with DPU every day. We constantly 
are examining all of our transmission routes and circuits, 
as well as all sources of service interruption." NSTAR 
serves approximately 1.4 million residential and business 
customers in the Commonwealth, with over 10,000 miles 
of overhead distribution lines. The tree survey is focused 
primarily on safety and service reliability concerns, and 
typically results in tree clearing, bush removal and/ or 
tree removal.

Chapter 40 and Chapter 87 of the Massachusetts General 
Laws (the scenic road act and the general tree laws). 

Mr. Sellers confirmed to Mr. Crowley and Mr. 
Dawson that NSTAR's various promises and commit- 
ments related to the Point Road work will be transmitted 
to the Town in writing. He told the Public Hearing that 
work on the tree removal will begin in less than a month, 
and will take approximately four to six weeks. There will 
be two tree crews assigned to the work, with 60-foot and 
75-foot aerial bucket trucks. Traffic on Point Road will 
experience minor inconveniences from time to time, with 
one lane shut down periodically for safety. Mr. Sellers 
said that at no time would the entire road be shut down. 

NSTAR's tree pruning standard is to clear their 
lines 12 feet above, 8 feet to the side, and 8 feet below. Mr. 
Sellers estimates that the work that NSTAR is pledging to 
perform on Point Road is worth approximately $50,000, at 
no cost to the Town. 

No other public comment being heard, Mr. Crow- 
ley approved the NSTAR request, subject to receiving its 
written commitments to the Town, and the Public Hear- 
ing was closed and adjourned at 6:52 pm.

May 11-12, 2009

The Annual Mattapoisett Town Meeting was 
called to order by Town Moderator Jack Ecklund at 7:05 
pm on Monday, May 11, 2009. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Jordan Collyer, Steve Lombard and George 
Randall, Town Clerk Barbara Sullivan, Town Administra- 
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tor Michael Botelho, Town Accountant Suzanne Szyndlar, 
and Finance Committee Members Cornelius Coleman, 
Dennis Perry, Richard Gamache, Judith Mooney, Donald 
Carlstorm and John Clifford. 

The first Article of the Annual Town Meeting was 
to fix the salaries of the elected officers of the Town of 
Mattapoisett. The positions were Town Moderator, The 
Board of Selectmen, Assessors, Town Clerk, The Board of 
Health Members, Highway Surveyor, Mattapoisett School 
Committee Members, Water/Sewer Commissioners, Tree 
Warden and Herring Inspector. The eleven elected posi- 
tions' salaries could not be increased from the amount 
listed on the Warrant, but could be decreased. They were 
voted in 340-0 and did not change. A simple majority was 
needed for the Article to pass. 

A Special Town Meeting was called to order at 
7:35 by Mr. Ecklund. Law dictates that the Special Town 
Meeting must take place a half hour after the start of the 
Town Meeting if the Special Meeting is necessary. The 
need for the Special Town Meeting is for articles dealing 
with money from the previous fiscal year that have yet to 
be resolved. All Articles were motioned by the Board of 
Selectmen and the Finance Committee recommended ap- 
proval of all seven Articles. 

Article 1 of the Special Warrant would appropri- 
ate $2,500 for the purpose of paying for refurbishing and 
maintaining plantings, gardens and related landscape fea- 
tures for Mattapoisett Town Property. The $2,500 would

star Trek. Starring Chris Pine and Zachary Quinto. 
Directed by JJ. Abrams. Running time: 126 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

In Star Trek, the new reboot of Gene Roddenberry's 
43-year-old franchise, the young Starfleet cadet James 
Tiberius Kirk (Chris Pine) is pretty much an idiot. His father 
died heroically in space a few minutes after Kirk was born, 
and he has spent his formative years rebelling against the 
great man's memory Kirk, of course, has the potential to 
go far beyond his dad's glory, but he's throwing it away 
on barroom brawls and fast cars. Chris Pine doesn't look 
or sound much like William Shatner, who so memorably 
personified Kirk, but he does nail Shatner 's dynamic — 
the rashness, the itchy pants, the impatience with caution. 
Pine's Kirk may well grow up into Shatner 's Kirk. 

As goes Kirk, so goes the movie: This Star Trek, 
despite some klutzy exposition needed to relaunch the 
franchise for a new generation, is a full-blooded and 
busy adventure, a promising restart. Director J.J. Abrams 
wasn't much of an action filmmaker in his only previous 
theatrical effort. Mission Impossible III, and he still isn't; 
the camera whirls too much, the action isn't solidly rooted 
visually. Yet the set pieces work because we care about the 
people involved. Karl Urban, for instance, delivers a pitch- 
perfect Bones McCoy, and he and Pine get an amusingly 
antagonistic rhythm going. There's no hero worship for this 
Kirk — pretty much nobody aboard the Enterprise suffers 
this young fool gladly, not even the tightly controlled 
Spock (Zachary Quinto), who almost kills him in a fit of 
rage. 

That's Kirk for you: he can even annoy a Vulcan. 
Spock, however, has other things on his mind, mainly a time- 
travelling Romulan named Nero (Eric Bana) who blames 
Spock — the years-later, Leonard Nimoy incarnation — for 
destroying Romulus, even if unintentionally. How's that 
for guilt? You're just getting started in Starfleet, and you're 
already damned for something you won't do until you're 
past retirement age. Nimoy himself appears on some sort 
of ice planet for this info-dump; time-hopping stuff usually 
makes my brain tired, but Nimoy delivers it gracefully. (I 
can see why Shatner, to his vocal chagrin, wasn't invited 
aboard this adventure — imagine Chris Pine's Kirk driven 
to despair upon meeting his future self as a tubby self- 
parody.) 

The filmmakers have built deftly on Roddenberry's 




archetypes, allowing for the new cast's idiosyncracies — 
I particularly enjoyed Simon Pegg's scrappy Scotty and 
Zoe Saldana's unflappable Uhura. The late Randy Pausch 
ijhe Last Lecture) is supposed to be in there somewhere 
— Abrams offered the lifelong Trek fan a bit role — but I 
was having too much fun to look for him. I've never been 
a Trekkie; I've never disliked the franchise, but it never 
moved me the way it moved so many others (I was born 
too late for the original series). But this movie packs the 
simple punch of the best Trek films (generally the even- 
numbered ones), and I won't mind revisiting this crew 
every few years. By the end, the characters are unshackled 
from decades of continuity and are free to chart their own 
course. The more fanatical and rigid Trekkies will probably 
detest it for that very reason, but this series needed some 
new blood and new faces; you can't boldly go where no 
one has gone before if you're afraid of contradicting some 
half -forgotten episode from 1967. The Enterprise has my 
full permission — as if it needed it — to go wherever it 
wants to go from here.
